Having thus finiſhed my diſcourſe of Cancets

Methods, Scopes, Intentions and Indications, al- 


tho not always with one and the ſame ſucceſs ; 
and as every year is ſeen to have its four Sea- 


ſons, as Spring and Summer, Autumn and Win- 


ter, and all theſe do in their proper Seaſons 


declare their ſeveral orders of Nourifhment, 


Increaſe and Decay, as well as their Pride, their 
Splendour, their Beauty, and their Fall: So Man 
himſelf which we account the great Monarch 


of the World, has his four ſeveral ſtages, on 


which he is ſeen to act the four parts of his 


Life, as his Infancy, his Youth, his Manhood 
and his old Age. In the firſt, he ſhews the ear- 
ly bloomings, and tender growth of his Infant 


being

Forgwhen he drops into old Age, which is the
